1 . The amendment filed on May 19, 2004 has been entered; no new claims have been 
added.

2. Claims 22-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of 
record do not teach or fairly suggest a MOSgated device having a conductive strip narrower than 
a length of gate electrodes formed in trenches and making contact only with a portion of each of 
said gate electrodes. For these reasons claims 22 and 36 are deemed to be allowable over prior 
art and claims 23-35 and 37-43 are allowable by dependancy.
